35,605  are  assigned  to  the  elementary  grades.  The  total  number 
reported  in  college  classes  is  2,211.  In  many  instances  the  dividing 
line  is  not  clear  between  the  elementary  grades  and  the  high-school 
grades,  and  even  less  clear  in  some  cases  is  the  line  between  the 
high-school  and  the  college  work.
